In the pal.ite. Some beiievo that the 
latter may be traced back to heredity- 
others think that it Is due to pres- 
sure: no definite cause for such a da- 
'ect ha.-! beon asre«d upon. 

The cleft l.-i caused by the fallurf 
of the union of tho parts of the pal- 
ate. The Joining together of the two 
sections starts from tho front and 
works Kick. In extreme oiues. both 
a h.\lr lii> and c\ift pal.ito result. Tht

GET TO KNOW YOUR PROFESSORS 

'"'Happy Universities," said a prominent 
educationalist recently "Where professors and 
students are not professed enemies of each 
other." Students in some countries, particu- 
larly in one or two of the Universities of Paris, 
arc on anything but friendly terms with each 
other. We are told of one professor, who had 
no" students to lecture to for a session, because 
his class objected to his ix>litic.<;, and another 
eminent scholar was pelted with olives when 
he had aroused the ire of the intellectuals 
îmong his student.*. These arc the Univei\sities 
where the students do not understand their 
teachers, and the teachers for their part do not 
:are a rap for their students. 

We certainly have no such cause for 
trouble on this side of the wat«r, and in Eng- 
lish speaking Universities in general. Profes- 
sors usually show themselves in a very good 
light, and most of them, we ai-e convinced, 
honostly appreciate being cultivated. But in 
spite of this, do students re^Wy know their pro- 
fessors. "Well, what are you going to do about 
it"" .-^eem.s to be the atlitude of a good many 
when they arc faced wjth the prospect of going 
through a course with a new professor. Teach 
me if you can is a general attitude. The net re- 
sult is thst .-indents get about one tenth of the 
benefit out of their courses that they should 
get. - 

Get to know your professor.*! They have a 
wealth of experience and thought to place at 
your disposal if you can break down the bar of 
reserve from which 1x>th of you suffer. Most 
teactfeks'are teaching because they are inter- 
2sted in the work and because they like help- 
ing young people. And although you may not 
believe it, many of them are really quite hu- 
man, even judging by me collegiate standards. 
ISome of them, we are even informed have been 
seen reading 'Life' and 'Judge' in their spare 
moments, and a surprisingly large number read 
the Daily every morning. There is evidently a 
real soul hidden deep in most of them. 

INTOLERANCE 

Intolerance a.ç old a.? the human race. 
Up to within the last hundred years the hand 
of the man who believed no matter what creed 
has been against the man who did not believe it. 
Since man's deepest beliefs have ever lieen his 
religious feelings, religious intolerance has al- 
ways been a tremendous factor, a hindering 
and wari)ing factor, in the current of histoi-}'. 

With intolerance goes persecution. Down 
the ages man has beat and burnt and crucified 
his neighbour for holding ideas other than his 
own. 

In the middle ages the Christian Church 
iiiversa! held power suprême over the men of 
f Western Europe. Its power was based upon 
'obedience and unthinking conformity with its 
tenets. Hence, to preserve its iwwer, it perse- 
cuted all those who dissented. The Roman 
Catholic Church (as it came later to be called) 
rigourously attux'ked lieretics, and the heretics 
themselves, when after the Reformation they 
were strong enough persecuted Roman Catho- 
lics }u^i a.s savagely. The lii-stoiy of the Jewish 
race from tlie early middle ages down to quite 
recently has I>een .one long catalogue of pillage, 
persecution and death. 

Only I'ecently has mankind l>een enabled to 
.see the folly of its insolence; it is but a hund- 
red and twenty years since the Spanish Inqui- 
sition last executed a man for liis faith; not 
till 1858 were Jew.s admitted to the Bi'itish 
Parliament. Can any one doubt that this is one 
of the greatest .steps that can l>e t.;iken towarçls 
that Universal Peace for which we are all 
working? 

But if legal intolerance is a thing of the 
past, .social intolerance goes on. In these days 
religion is a burning issue with few, and race it 
is that excited contempt. But the especial form 
of ignorance wc ca.ll racial intolerance is going 
too. The days when an Englishman looked with 
hatred on the "foreigner.s"' fi-om the next 
country are past. Tlie day.s when an English- 
man looked down on "colonials" are past. Some 
day the Frenchman will not be nurtured to a 
hate of tlie German ; .some day we whites .shall 
forget our clumsily concealed contempt lor 
the yellow and black and brown races. 

Meanwhile Meanwhile these .sur- 
vivals arc with us. Intolerance is out of place 
at a uiiiver.s-ity ; the blood-brother of witch- 
craft, alchemy and a.'^trology finds a queer 
resting place in what .'ùiould Ij^a a I'cpository 
of the roost advanced 'and fearless thought of 



the age. Yet there is intolerance here ar, every- 
wliere cKse. If would be well for student to re- 
member that the man who refuses the beaten 
track, who refuses to east scorn because it is 
the custom to ca.'st scorn, who does not despise 
others because their creeds, their opinions, 
their ways are not his own. — this man is do- 
ing more than all the politicians and preach- 
ers can do for the cause of happiness and pei^e.

Mr. Frontenac, in his first sentence, refers to my 
article (On Free Verse) as a diatribe and liis letter as a 
criticism. My article was not a diatrilK' .iiid liib letter is 
not a criticism. It is, I regret to 5.\v, nwrely a conglnmer- 
.ition of silly vanity, stilted • at {ect.ition and personal inv- 
ective. This, as you can readily perceive Mr. Ivlitor, does 
not constitute criticism. 

Mr. Frontenac appears to mc (if the gentleman will 
allow mc) to be an anuringly effervescent but thoughtless 
person with .i strong Jehfvah complex. Tliis, I dare say, 
explains liis ir.nitic rush iutii ;.rint and tho general tone 
ot btittooncry of his letter. Doubtless he said'in,-iny .hings 
which after due reflection ho would not have said, and for 
which. I have no doubt, is now justly repentant. Raucous 
highspiriiednoss is an cxcellnit thing for the public plat- 
form or the vaudeville stage, but it is hardly suited for a 
literary argument. 

There arc moreover one or two further errors into 
which he has fallen which I could not in all conscient- 
iousness let pass unnoticed.

This is 3 deliberate misrepresentation ot facts which even 
his misguided impetuosity cannot pardon. What I did do 
was to inàkè a few unkind bjt» truthful renarks (only 
indirectly connected w'itli the main;;'pttr]iort o( the article) 
<^n 9 certain type ot cheap criticism. The unfairness of 
Frontenac's distortion is obvious. 

Mr. C. D. Frontenac further seems to be under the 
illusion that he is one ot the intelligeniia. A gross, bluff 
-kind of humeT-(howcw amusing) and a ribald ebullience 
I regret to say, do not constitute intelligence. If Mr. 
Frontenac posses any other claim to the title it is not obv. 
ious from his letter, and as 1, at least so far as I know, 
have not had the plcas&re of Mr. Frontenac's actiuainl- 
ancc, I have no other tneaiu of judging bis ability.
